Concerning the early unhappy strug­ 
gles between the aborigine« and the 
white men, we have at this lute date 
very little survival feeling, because 
those struggles took place between 
generations of men that have never 
been seen by us; j st as there seems to 
tlm young man of the presentday some­ 
thing lacking in the reality of the 
Mexican war. 
Yet if wo permit our 
thoughts to dwell on these events of 
the past for any length of time they 
gradually assume a definite shape to 
us. We then plainly see that there was 
something moio involved on the Indian 
side than mere blind resistance to the 
white man: and that the white man 
had more of an impluse buck of him 
than mere bloody slaughter of a crafty 
foe. 
It was really a struggle between 
progress and barbarism—on one side a 
few hundred thousand men with roam­ 
ing nature and combative tribal in­ 
stincts; on the other side the early rip­ 
pling« of a tide that was destined never 
to cease in its risings until the resis­ 
tance on tho Haatern shores had been 
driven beyond the Mississippi, after­ 
wards to the Rockies, and from thence 
to the Pacific coast. 
Tho white man's 
ha * barian foe wa? made weak, not sole­ 
ly by his hatred of tho white intruder, 
but • tec a use of his equally strong ha­ 
tred of His fellow rod-mnn of a neigh­ 
boring t rib e. 
The details are nearly 
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Summing up now the work of fifteen 
years, and purposely barring out—be­ 
cause of space—all d e ta J s interesting 
though they might be, what is our 
present attitude towards the 30< ),000 
wards of the nation that still survive.’* 
Briefly it is: 
That the reservation 
system, as at first organized with its 
barrier-like arrangement of rules stop­ 
ping railroads, telegraphs; roads, etc., 
was a definite set-back to progress'- 
that the refusal of land rights to the 
individual Indian was the most certain 
way to make his interest in tho soil 
under his feet of the very slightest 
character; that the resulting and evi­ 
dently necessary issuance of rations 
(some as a matter of treaty jonly served 
to make tho Indian lazy and shiftless 
and therefore still less desirable as an 
integral part of this great,eager, push­ 
ing, toiling nation. 
As deductions 
from tho foregoing, a few broad lines 
have been laid down for us to follow: 
that the Indian must own hi- land; 
that he must have it held in trust by 
the government for twenty-five years 
at least, so that sharpers may not de­ 
prive him of it: that practical farmers 
must be on hand in sufficient numbers, 
particularly in arid regions, in order to 
show the Indian how to live; that only 
high-priced and, therefore, high-class, 
non-political appointees shall be Indian 
agents, and only then regarded as 
makeshifts until the Indian is ready 
for citizenship; and that liberal err 
couragement be given to industrial 
schools and missionary in ¡Lienee* in or­

Kioto and placed before photog raphic 
plates screened from the lig ht by sev­ 
eral thicknesses of black paper, tog ether 
with plates of brass, copper and alum in­ 
ium. A piece of cardboard with a hole 
in it was placed between the metal and 
tho photog raphic plate, and for two 
days the arrang ement was kept in a 
dark chamber, sheltered from all foreig n 
lig hts. 
On developing the 
plate it 
was found to be blackened, ex cept the 
part opposite tin* hole 111 the cardboard. 
The rays of the g lowworm would appear 
therefore to penetrate metal and ex cite 
luminosity in cardboard. When there is 
nothing between the sensitive plate and 
the g lowworm, the rays are said to be­ 
have like ordinary lig ht, but in travel l ­ 
ing some metals and cardboard they 
seem to acquire properties like that of 
X rays, or it may be that the ordinary 
g lowworm emits X as well as ordinary 
rays.— Revue Scientifique.
